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Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the references because neither of the secondary references Lee nor Lien utilized 
in the rejection of claims 1-10 and 6-10 expressly state their materials are laser ablatable. The arguments are not persuasive for the 
following reasons: 

Cohen teaches a method of forming a conformable mask which comprises laser ablating a selected portion of material using UV radiation. 
Cohen also provides criteria for the material. Lien et al. and Lee et al. each individually disclose materials meeting the limitations of the 
claimed material and provide descriptions of the properties and advantages of these materials, as desirable. For example, Lien et al. 
describes how their material cures quickly and cures in shadow areas (col. 1 , lines 51-60). 

The method of Cohen describes the requirements for a material to be suitable for a conformable contact mask. These requirements 
include properties such as the material being elastomeric and having a high electrical resisitivity (col. 5, line 25 - col. 6, line 17). The 
material taught by Lien et al. meets these criteria. Further, Lien et al. declare the suitability of their material for electrical applications, 
specifically encapsulation (col. 1, lines 10-13). Additionally, the material taught by Lee et al. meets these criteria. Further, Lee et al. 
provide additional reasons to choose this composition for masking applications, including its workability, its lack of toxicity, its lack of a 
solvent, and its low dielectric constant (col. 3, lines 65-col. 4, line 45). 
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
